WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate rejected today a crime 
bill amendment that would have 
banned 
Interstate 
mail-order 


sales of shotguns and rifles. 


The vote was 53 to 29. 
The amendment was offered 


by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass,, whose brother, Presi* 
dent John F. Kennedy, was as- 
sassinated with a mail-order ri- 
fle, It was a key part of the fire- 
arms control legislation urged 
by President Johnson. 


The bill itself would prohibit 


interstate mail-order sales of 
handguns 
and ban over-the- 


counter handgun sales to non- 
residents of a state and to per- 
sons under 21. 


Kennedy had contended fail- 


ure to include shotguns and ri- 
fles in the mail-order ban would 
leave "a loophole for death and 
destruction." 


The Massachusetts Democrat 


referred to the Nov. 22, 1963 as- 
sassination and to the slaying of 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., last 
month as he told the Senate 
Wednesday: 


"It is the rifle that has been 


the tool of vicious assassins who

Record High 
for War Dead 
in a Week 
SAIGON (AP) - The number 


of Americans killed in action 
last week in the Vietnam war 
jumped to a record high of 562, 
the U.S. Command reported to- 
day. 


The previous record for a sev- 


en-day period was 543 Ameri- 
cans killed during the week of 
Feb. 11-17, at the height of the 
Communists' lunar new year of- 
fensive against cities and towns 
throughout the country. 


Last week the enemy waged a 


second offensive, with only Sai- 
gon as the major target. While 
the U.S. Command said it was 
of much less Intensity than the 
assault on the capital in Febru- 
ary, it reported that much of the 
enemy force assigned to attack 
Saigon 
was 
intercepted 
by 


American and allied forces out- 
side the city. 


There was no Immediate offi- 


cial explanation for the high 
American toll last week. 


The U.S. Command said 5,552 


enemy were killed last week, 
more than half of them In the 
fighting in and around Saigon. 
The command said this raised 
the total killed by allied forces 
since Jan. 1, 1961, to 342,105. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters reported 675 government 
troops killed last week, their 
third highest weekly toll, "of the 
war, The week before 242 South 
Vietnamese 
were - reported 


killed, while the U.S. toll was 
383 dead, 


A total of 2,225 Americans 


were wounded in action last 
week, a figure that has been ex- 
ceeded several times during the 
war. Of that number, 1,153 re- 
quired hospitalization, the U.S. 
Command said, The week be- 
fore 1,501 American wounded 
were reported. 


The number of enemy dead 


reported last week was not a 
record. During the February 
campaign, the U.S. and South 
Vietnamese Commands report- 
ed more than 15,000 enemy 
killed in one week,

Gfs Con Fly

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon has assured outraged 
Southern 
congressmen 
that 


servicemen will be allowed to 
fly thejr home-state flags in 
South Vietnam-^ even if those 
flags are emblazoned with the 
insignia of the Civil War Confed* 
eracy. 


The flap started about two 


weeks ago when Rep. W, S. 
Stuckey, D.Ga., told the House 
he was "upset, angry and indig- 
nant" because one of his constit- 
uents in Vietnam was ordered to 
remove the Georgia flag from 
above his bunk, 


"The reason given was that 


since some people view the 
CoAfederate flag as a symbol of 
racism," 
Stuckey said, "all 


state flags which contain bars 
and stars must be removed." 


He read part of a soldier's let- 


ter to the soldier's mother com- 
plaining the order came out 
''because of the racial tension" 
following the assassination of 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 


While the Southern state flags 


had to come down, Stuckey 
said, flags from such states as 
New York and OJiio "were ai-

of Japan's eastern seaboard to* 
day killed at least 14 persons 
and caused tidal waves and wide* 
spread damage, 


Police said in addition to the 


14 known dead, three persons 
were missing and at least 50 in* 
Jured, Seven Americans at Mis* 
awa Air Force Base, in northern 
Honshu, suffered miftof injuries, 
but no planes were damaged. 


It wasn't as bad as it might 


have been because the quake's 
epicenter was 93 miles out to 
sea,

Hokkaido, Japan's 


northernmost island, 


The Central 
Meteorological 


Agency said magnitude of the 
quake at its epicenter was 7,8, 
above the seven-point scale used 
in Japan. It was the strongest 


quake since the Sept, 1, 1923, 
tremor that left much of Tokyo 
and Yokohama in ruins. 


The tidal waves averaged four 


to five feet, but damage was re-

Six Miners 
Escape After 
Ten Days

HOMINY FALLS, W.Va. (AP) 


—Six coal miners, trapped near- 
ly ten days two miles deep in a 
flooded mine shaft, were res- 
cued 
early today and were 


termed "all in good shape." 


They had been given up for 


dead since there had been no 
word from them since they were 
trapped. 


The other four trapped with 


them since May 6 were found 
dead and their bodies were due 
to be brought out later today. 
Work had continued around the 
clock to reach the ten men 
though they were feared dead. 


Another 15 miners, isolated a 


mile away and one mile from 
the mine's entrance, were res- 
cued last Saturday. 


The six were given a quick 


checkup at the mine entrance 
by Dr. Lee B. Todd and then 
rushed to Sacred Heart hospital 
in Richwood, 15 miles away. 


The six reached the mine en- 


hance about 4 a.m. (EDT) and 
paused for a prayer at the open- 
ing of the long horizontal shaft 
that bores into the foot of a 
mountain. 


At the three-story hospital, 


the men were shielded from 
newsmen while doctors checked 
ther and they talked with their

sister 01 John Moore, Jr. "We 
gave up hope after all this time, 
and we still can't believe it.

men who appeared cheerful as 
they sipped hot chocolate in 
their hospital beds. None ap- 
peared in poor condition.

barely escaped being trapped; 
Jennings H. Lilly, 30, of Mt. 
Nebo; Edward F. Scarbro, 38, 
of Richwood; Gene H. Martin, 
34, of Clintonville; and Larry 
Lynch, 28, of Richwood. All of 
their homes are near the mine.

world today," said Mrs. Ernest 
Fitzwater when she grabbed a 
newsman in the hospital corri- 
dor. 


The men had to crawl 800 


yards through the 36-inch high 
tunnel to* reach a battery-oper- 
ated mine cart.

Pakistan Is 
Trying to 
Control Births

LAHORE, Pakistan (AP) - A 


visitor to a government minis- 
ter's home or office in Pakistan 
is likely to be served tea in a 
cup bearing a small circular 
seal showing a mother and two 
children. 


That same seal is showing up 


all over the country—on bill- 
boards, on the back of munici- 
pal buses, on car bumpers and 
village walls. 


It is the symbol of Pakistan's 


family 
planning 
program, a 


desperate drive to reduce this 
country's birth rate from 50 to 
40 per thousand. 


"We are about one-half way to 


our goal," says Dr. Willard 
Boynton, chief health officer for 
the U.S. Agency for Internation- 
al Deelopment in Pakistan. Al- 
though Ms responsibility encom- 
passes many health problems, 
Boynton has found himself deep- 
ly involved in the family plan- 
ning program. 


"The country has a 50 per 


thousand birth rate and a 20 per 
thousand death rate, for a net 
growth of 3 per cent," he says. 
"There are 125 million people in 
East and West Pakistan today 
and a 3 per cent growth rate 
would double the population in 
the next 23 years." 


"By 1970 the Pakistan govern- 


ment wants to reduce the birth 
rate to 40. But at the same time, 
medical advances may drop the 
death rate to 15. This would give 
a Z\2 per cent growth rate." 


Boynton said it is estimated 


Pakistan has 20 million fertile 
couples: "If you got five million 
practicing family planning, and 
it is assumed there is 70 per 
cent effectiveness, 
you would 


meet the goal." 


Today it is estimated 
that 


Pakistan lias 2.2 million couples 
practicing family planning. 


Boynton says 700,000 women 


are using the intra-uterine con- 
traceptive device known as the 
loop. About 30,000 persons per 
month are undergoing vasecto 
mies or tubectomies and the re- 
mainder are using conventional 
contraceptives. 


A major step was the training 


of 
family 
planning visitors, 


women who have no higher edu- 
cation but who are given a spe- 
cial one-year course in the in- 
sertion of loops.

Thomas Beasley celebrated an 
important anniversay here re- 
cently, one that launched him 
into 
a 
government 
career 


which spanned three decades. 


Beasley, a native of Jones- 


boro, worked for the Justice 
Department in Washington for 
32 years after Sen. Hattie Cara- 
way landed him a job there in 
1933. It Was Wfey 3, 1933, when 
Beasley .left Jonesboro with 
$100 and some letters of recom- 
mendation from local citizens. 


He worked in the U.S. Sen- 


ate for a few months and then 
went to work in the U.S. 
Marshal's office 
• in 
the 
Su- 


preme Court Building. In De- 
cember of 1941 be became a 
personal aide" to Justice Felix 
Frankfurter, ,a position he held 
until Frankfurter died in 1965. 


Beasley retired at that time 


and now has decided^, to return 
to Jonesboro to live. He is mar- 
ried to the former Willie Thom- 
as, daughter of Mrs. Jimmie 
Thomas and the late Rev. W. J. 
Thomas. 


Although his .career in the 


Justice Department was long 
and distinguished, it was not 
the only highlight of his life. 
Beasley still recalls with a 
glint in his eye the day he won 
the .world's chicken 
picking 


contest at rther World's J!air in 
Chicago.

.Before he went to Washing- 


ton Beasley was employed by 
the Hotel Noble. The hotel bad 
a 
chicken 
farm 
outside of 


Jonesboro where chickens were 
prepared for several hotels 
which were connected with the 
Noble. 


About a year and a half after 


he started picking chickens 
Beasley learned the trick that 
made 
him the champion of 


them all. 


He sail beams with delight 


when he recalls how he devel- 
oped the art.

"I forgot to cut off a chick- 


en's neck one day and dipped 
the bird in hoi water so I could 
pick it. By the time I got it out 
of the water most of the feath- 
ers were gone," he remem- 
bered. "I got to wondering 
about it and I looked closely 
for the key. 


"I found that it' was in the 


wing and that when the neck 
was left on the hot water ex- 
panded 'a small area above the 
wing. This area, when broken, 
made it possible for me to take 
all the feathers off with just a 
rolling of my hand," 


Beasley could roll off those 


feathers, too, at the rate of 
about 20 per minute in his hey- 
day, 
which was .when he cap* 


tured the world's championship 
in Chicago, la one demonstra- 
tion at UtUe Rock to which 
Mrs, 
Caraway sent him, Beas. 


ley plucked chickens in show- 
down with one Dallas Cook, 
who was thought at that time 
to be Ms equal, 


Cook had hit 15 per minute, 


but on that day he got only 14 
while Beasley set a personal 
goal that he tm never topped 
or equalled, As far as anyone 
knows, 80 still is the all-time 
world record for picking chick* 
ens.

NORFOLK-Television is De- 


ing used increasingly to broaden 
the loyalties of the South Viet- 
namese people to include their 
own government, a U.S. Army 
major who served for a year as 
a Vietnamese advisor said here 
today. 


In some areas of South Viet- 


nam, TV sets have been placed 
in from one-fourth to one-third 
of the "populous hamlets" (over 
300 people), said Maj. James R. 
Fuller, a student at the Armed 
Forces Staff College. 


Fuller today was to be award- 


ed the Silver Star, the Bronze 
Star, and the Vietnamese "Cross 
of Gallantry" for heroism in ac- 
tion. 


"Most 
of 
the Vietnamese 


loyalty is toward their family," 
Fuller said. "This has been their 
traditional way of life for cen- 
turies as it has been in most 
of Southeast Asia. Few of them 
have 
felt 
loyalty toward the 


central government, or even the 
province 
or district govern- 
ment." 


Television is helping to change 


this by building up a sense of na- 
tionalism, he said. 


It is accomplished, Fuller 


said, through frequent use of 
dramas depicting Vietnam's his- 
toric resistance against inva- 
ders, particularly the Chinese 
from the north. 


Electricity for the TV sets is 


supplied through small genera- 
tors. High flying aircraft sup- 
ply moble transmitting facilities 
that provide a far-flung signal. 


Fuller says that the overall 


program aimed at fighting passi- 
vity —. termed "revolutionary 
development"—is already pro- 
ducing results. 


"For the first time I saw sol- 


diers getting down in a ditch 
and helping civilians," he said. 


Fuller admits that there has 


been a marked difference in the 
aggressiveness of the Viet Cong 
and 
their 
South Vietnamese 


counterparts. He credits this to 
several factors. 


"From what I saw of captured 


enemy documents, both the Viet 
Cong and the North Vietnamese 
are isolated from propaganda, 
other than their own," he said. 
"On the other hand, the South 
Vietnamese have an opportunity 
to receive information from all 
sides." 


There is also, he believes, an 


ethnic difference in the North 
Vietnamese and the South Viet- 
namese that shows up in aggres- 
siveness—the latter having been 
influenced by Malaysian back- 
ground, the former by Chinese. 


Weaponry has also played its 
role, 


"During the last part of my 


stay there Che returned in De- 
cember) the North Vietnamese 
and the Viet Cong came at us 
with superb weapons," he said. 
"They 
had the very latest 
types." 


Fuller, 33, of Hope, Ark. who 


has been in the Army more than 
10 years, served first as a dis- 
trict advisor and later as deputy 
province advisor in Bing Long 
Province 70 miles north of Sai- 
gon on the Cambodian border, 


All his awards grew from ac- 


tion during this latter period. On 
Oct. 29, his forces were attacked 
by a reinforced multi-battalion 
unit and he spent six days and 
nights directing combat opera- 
tions while under "withering 
enemy fire." 


That action brought him Uie 


Silver Star.

British Look

LONDON (AP) - How ster* 


ling is the pound six months aft* 
6f devaluation? To answer that, 
the British are looking not only 
to themselves, but to Washing* 
ton and the dollar. 


Full confidence in the pound 


has not returned because 
the 


British know their currency is 
still at the mercy of inter nation- 
al financial storms. Nor has 
British self*confidence returned, 
either politically or economical- 
ly, because no one can safely 
say 
whether devaluation is 


doing its intended job of restor- 
ing national solvency. And no 
one can be expected to know 
that until at least the end of the 
year. 


Last week the pound trembled 


in the world's money markets 
for a complex of reasons rang- 
ing from reported Russian troop

movements to the distrust, and 
even hatred, of Prims Minister 
Harold Wilson and his Labor 
government felt by British and 
foreign businessmen. 


Little of this had anything to 


do with the underlying strength 
or weakness of the British econ*

pounds. The rate fell, then re- 
covered somewhat, partly be* 
cause of huge International cur- 
rency 
swap agreements de-

to protect the pound 


against just such short-term 
flows of confidence. 


When the British cut the value

Henry H. Fowler 


warned that the dollar would go 
into the front line in the specula- 
tors' war against the world mo- 
netary system. The subsequent 
gold rush against the dollar 
proved these warnings correct. 


Now the United States is pro- 


posing to raise taxes and is res- 
tricting foreign investment to 
protect the dollar just as the 
British have done to protect 
their pound. The British fear

they may be caught in the back- 
lash. 


"A run on sterling now would 


not be a commentary on current 
British economic policy—which 
is, In fact, being less inefficient* 
ly conducted than for many 
years-but a run up a ramp 
against the dollar," commented 
the weekly Economist.

are also concerned lest U.S. ef- 
forts to halt the dollar drain 
could affect 
Britain's export 


drive, especially if Congress 
passes protectionist legislation 
against imports. The British 
calculate that a 5 per cent sur- 
charge on imports to the United 
States, Britain's largest market, 
could cost this country up to 
$200 million a year in trade. A 
serious 
consumer 
recession 


could cost more. 


The six months after devalua- 


tion have not put Britain's trade 
into the black, but no one here 
expected that it would. On the 
contrary, the trade gap has 
grown wider.

May 17 is graduation day for 


76 heads of families from Mon* 
tana's seven Indian reserva- 
tions. Most of the trainees had 
less than a high school educa- 
tion and were without jobs or 
locked In low paying ones, 


They represent 60 per cent of 


the total who began the 24- to 
36-week program, One project 
leader, Dr, James Hall, calls 
the drop-out rate "quite mini- 
mal. 


"These people were school 


drop-outs before they entered 
the program," Hall says, "I 
would have been happy with 40 
per cent remaining in," Hall is 
coordinator of extension and 
continuing education for the uni- 
versity.

skills and prevocational orienta- 
tion; the BIA then places the

graduates in appropriate work, 
knowing the individual is ready 
for the higher step and has 
some idea of where he wants to 
go.Statistically, the group in the 
basic education courses started 
with a grade-level average of 
7,4 on the California Achieve* 
ment Test, After 20 weeks of 
study, the average was 9.1, 
T w e n t y - t w o persons have 
passed tests to earn the equiva- 
lent of a high school education. 


Less than one-quarter of the 


Indians was employed before 
the project. Those who held jobs 
earned $300-$2,500 a year. 


Under the program, heads of 


family get $32 per week for sub- 
sistence, plus $5 for each de- 
pendent. They also get $70-$114 
per month from the BIA, A fam- 
ily of five children gets $360 a 
month and pays its own rent 
and utilities for campus hous- 
ing. They are given a BIA grant 
for furniture at the start. 


Hall feels the program's suc- 


cess lies in working with the 
whole family. "It's with the sin- 
gle individual where you have 
the drop-out problem," he says.

George Nowotny of Fort 


Smith, the Republican leader in 
the Mouse, said Wednesday he 
was opposed to Gov, Winthrop 
Rockefeller's proposed tax in- 
crease package to finance pris* 
on reform, 


Nowotny's announcement be- 


fore the Arkansas Legislative 
Council appeared to have jolted 
the administratitn's hopes for 
financing prison programs, 


Members of the council, who 


are all Democratis except one, 
greeted 
Nowotny's 
statement 


with hearty applause. 


Nowotny said he was not op- 


posed to prison reform. He de- 
scribed the penitentiary as "a 
terrible place" but said the 
state had to establish priorities 
on its low revenue potential. 


He said if the government 


must 
be austere, 
then the 


austerity should be applied to 
those people who had "kicked 
society," meaning prison in- 
mates. 


Nowotny said any money that 


is raised should go first to solve 
the problems of public schools, 
the state-supported colleges and 
universities and welfare recipi- 
ents. 


He said the prison programs 


advocated by the governor were 
needed, but he said they should 
wait until the state is In more 
"flourishing" times. 


Rockefeller, plainly irritated 


over Nowotny's remarks, said 
he was still optimistic that the 
prison financing program would 
be passed. 


"I regret that he didn't see 


fit to discuss it with me at all," 
Rockefeller said. He said the 
legislature already had com- 
mitted itself to prison reform 
and that now it should raise the 
money for it. 


If the prison system is forced 


to revert to its old condition, 
the governor said, "It will be 
a sad commentary on the legis- 
lative processes of the state." 


The administration made one 


major change in the prison 
package Wednesday. Orginally, 
it had proposed a 20 per cent 
excise tax on cigars, but low- 
ered that to 15 per cent on the 
wholesale price. 


Altogether, the original tax 


package would have produced 
slightly more than $1.8 million: 
$400,000 from the real estate 
transfer tax; $1.1 million from 


cigar tax; $200,000 from the 


unclaimed 
property 
act and 


$150,000 from the application of 
the sales tax on purchases by 
banks and savings and loan as- 
sociations.
